Mr. Lindsay, Honorary Member the Amer- 
ican Institute Architects, collaborated with the 
late Mr. Brown Hewitt and Brown, Minne- 
apolis, organizing the Architects’ Small House 
Service Bureau, was member Ex-President 
Hoover’s Better Housing Committee, former 
chairman, Government’s Lumber Specifica- 
tions Committee covering governmental use 
lumber, and executive Weyerhaeuser Affiliated 
Companies. Perhaps should further stated 
that Mr. Lindsay has made analysis the 
problem “Low Cost Housing for the Lower 
Income Group”, which analysis has had national 
distribution and recognition. 

Mr. Lindsay has approached the problem low 
cost housing for the lower income group from the 
social well from the economic and the struc- 
tural side. Furthermore, his analysis not merely 
expression opinion but factual survey directed 
toward the lowest possible costs rather than merely 
the lowering costs. accomplish this con- 
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tended that complete standardization was the one 
and only solution the problem, and that complete 
standardization makes mass production possible, 
which turn makes lowest possible costs. 

Mr. Lindsay stated that “By complete standardi- 
zation motor cars meant one basic design for 
each size car, from which basic design all motor 
car parts are built exactly alike and are inter- 
changeable. Likewise, complete standardization 
house means one basic plan, rather one basic 
design for each size house, which all building 
material parts units are built exactly the same, 
from the same pattern die, and are likewise inter- 
changeable. The slightest deviation change 
this basic design costs money, and lowest possible 
cost remain the real and definite objective, then 
change, however slight, can made. 

“After the adoption, however, such basic 
design, this does not mean that this basic design 
cannot added to, changed, embellished any 
way that one’s individual wish personal desire 
may dictate, but only with such additional cost 
one’s pocketbook will allow.” 

said that making possible the building 
completely standardized small houses lowest pos- 
sible cost all parts the United States, would 
necessitate both National Building Code and the 
cooperation union labor. 

advocated that determine lowest possible 
costs would mean first correlating the results 
past research, then the making further far- 
reaching engineering and research study, and the 
designing various sized completely standardized 
lowest possible cost small houses would meet the 
local needs the northern and southern sections 
the country and the individual needs farm- 
houses. Necessary equipment manufacture and 
construct and sell the completed houses 
guaranteed cost would then required with 
national publicity campaign making known the out- 
standing qualities these completely standardized 
houses and their extremely low cost.
